HIGHWAYS. 


In consequence of the failure of the town to materially 
increase the appropriation for highways since the introduc- 
tion of water and the laying of pipes in our public streets,.

causing much damage to our highways, your Board was- 
obiiged to exercise the utmost care and judgment in. the ex- — 
penditure of the appropriation, that the best possible result — 
might be obtained. We are pleased to say, however, that 
we believe the work has been satisfactorily performed, that 
our streets are in good condition, and. compare favorably — 
with those of surrounding towns. ) 


MARBLE STREET. 


We were unable with the sum appropriated to make j 
such repairs on Marble street as was intended; about one--— 
half of the street beginning at the Winchester line and rune 


te 
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ning easterly, has been thoroughly repaired, and we recom-- 
mend that an appropriation be made at the coming town 
meeting, to complete the work already inaugurated on that 
street. 


STEVENS STREET. 


The name Stevens Strect has been given by the Select- 
men to the new Town Way from Gould Street to Franklin 
Street. In completing this street we were obliged to slight- 

‘ly exceed the appropriation ; but we can say, with pleasure, 
that the work has been well performed, and the street is in 
very good condition for public travel. 


Your Board has found much difficulty during the year 
in procuring material with which to repair the highways. 
What gravel we have suitable for the purpose is so far re- 
moved from the village, that its use on our streets near the 
centre of the town is very expensive ; and in the light of our 
experience during the year, we believe it is in the interest 
of economy, for the town to use crushed stone instead of 

: gravel on many streets near the centre of the village. 


LAND FOR GRAVEL. 


In accordance with the vote of the town at the Novem- 
ber meeting, we have purchased trom Jerome Fay, for 
$1150.00, land on the easterly side of Washington street, as 
a site for our new ‘‘Ilose House,” and fur the gravel which 

— it contains. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Owing to the unfavorable condition of our highways at 

‘the beginning of the year, making large demands on the ap- 
propriations, your Board was unable to apply to the repair- 
_ ing and construction of sidewalks, much less of the funds 
than it desired ; for we believe no money expended on the: 
highways gives more general satisfaction than that applied: 
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to sidewalks. We trust that at the coming town meeting a 
liberal appropriation will be made for concreting sidewalks 
and gutters. No money is more wisely expended by the 
town than that appropriated for concreting ; its use is a great 
public convenience and permanent improvement, and the 
cost of maintaining sidewalks and gutters materially lessened 
wherever it is used. 

The sidewalk and bank-wall on the south side of Spring 
street has been substantially completed, for a sum slightly 
in excess of the appropriation. This was a much needed 
improvement, owing to the narrowness of the street at this 
point, and we believe it is appreciated by the inhabitants 
living in that locality. 

Owing to the lateness of the season, we were unable to 
complete the construction of the sidewalk on the westerly 
side of Main street, between Elm street and William street ; 
little remains to be done, however, and we fee] that when 
completed it will be of much convenience for travel and a 
decided improvement to that part of Main street. The town 
should lose no time in making the necessary repairs on the 
sidewalk on the north side of Franklin street, between Pine 
street and Summer street, as in its present condition it is 
very inconvenient for public travel. 


DRAINS. 


Much trouble and expense has been incurred during the q 
year in re-lmuilding old drains which were completely stopped | — 
with refuse, and in many cases were built too small for the 
purpose for which they were intended. More remainsto be 
done, however, in this connection during the coming year. 3 


In the early part of the season, your Board was com- 
pelled, by urgent necessity, to construct at much expense, 
a drain on Gould street, from Pleasant street to the Sweet 
Water Brook ; the drain consists of 12-inch pipe and fulfils — 
all requirements for drainage purposes in that locality. 
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The drain on Spring strect has been completed at an 
expense slightly less than the appropriation. 

The drain on Charles street was completed at a mueh 
larger expense than was at first anticipated. It was the in- 
tention of the Board of Selectmen of last year in recom- 
mending an appropriation of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) to. 
construct a drain straight across the street, thence for some 
distance through private property, and connect with the old 
town drain running through the East School House yard, to 
Washington street. 

After having the services of a Civil Engineer on the 
ground, we found this plan to be impracticable; it would 
necessitate the raising of the street, thereby leaving the town 
liable for damages sustained by the abuttors. Besides this, 
much of the drain would be on private property, and might 
be the cause of much difficulty in time to come. In consid- 
eration of these circumstances, your Board concluded the 
drain should be built wholely in the street, and where the 
_ least expense would be incurred; the sidewalks and street. 
have been properly graded, tour hundred and forty feet of 
12-inch pipe has been placed under the gutters of Charles 
and Avon streets, emptying into the culvert on Washington 
street, making a most perfect and permanent drain, and in- 
teed a great public improvement. 

GUIDE BOARDS. 


We comply with the law requiring a report in relation 
to Guide Boards, by saying: ‘That during the year we have 
had the guide boards repainted and lettered, and believe 
_ they are properly erected in all places required by law, or 
where the public convenience require, and all are in good 
condition. 

STREET LIGHTS. 


The Street Lights have been cared for during the year 
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by Mr. N. A. Newhall. The vote of the town in November 
ordering three new street lights to be erected, has not been — 
complied with owing to the lateness of the season. The ~ 
material is on hand and is included in the street lights ac- 
count, and they will be erected on the opening of the spring. 
ead 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


‘The board of Heaith has been very active during the 
year in promoting the sanitary condition of the town.. 

The attention of the Board has been called frequently to 
nuisances caused by improper drainage for sink water In 
all such cases the Board ordered proper cesspools con— 
structed, and in every instance these orders have been 
promptly complied with. 


The town has been very fortunate during the year as 
regards contagious diseases, particularly scarlet fever and 
diphtheria; as fewer cases of these diseases have been re- 
ported than for years past. Most of the cases reported were 
of a mild type, but where fatal results have followed the 
Board has been particular to see that the premises were 
promptly and thoroughly disinfected.

Sect. 1. When a householder knows that a person 
within his family is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, P 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Selectmen or — 
Board of Health of the town in which he dwells; and upon _ 
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the death, recovery, or removal of such person, the rooms 
occupied and the articles used by him shall be disinfected by 
such householder in a manner approved by the Board of 
Health. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with 
either of the above provisions shall forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 


Snort. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom 

‘he is called to visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, or any ather disease dangerous to public 
health, he shall immediately give notice thereof to the 
Selectmen or Board of health of the town; and if he refuses 
or neglects to give such notice he shall forfeit for each 
offence not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


Sor. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and 
towns shall cause a record to be kept of all reports received 
in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record shall 
contain the names of all persons who are sick, the localities 
in which they live, the diseases with which they are affected, 
together with the date and names of the persons reporting 
any such cases. The Boards of Health shall give the School 
Committee immediate information of all cases of contagious 
disease reported to them according to the provisions of this 
act. : 


[AcTS oF 1883. CHAP. 124.) 


Secor. 2. No railroad corporation, or other common 
carrier or person, shall convey or .cause to be conveyed, 
through or from any city or town in this Commonwealth, 
the remains of any person who has died of small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until such body has been 
so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger of com- 
municating the disease to others by its transportation ; and 
‘no local registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal 
of such body until he has received from the Board of Health

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To the Citizens of Stoneham : 


The School Committee would submit the following as 
their annual report for the year ending March 1, 1887 :— 


The general good condition of the schools is cause for 
congratulation. The efforts of the teachers, many of whom 
have done exeellent work for many years, have brought 
about this result. In most of the schools the discipline is 
good, two or three have improved since a year ago, and in 
others we look for better results another year. 


When a change of teachers occurs, parents can do much 
for the schools by using their influence in the right direction. 
There are countless methods of prejudicing children, either 
in favor of or against a teacher, without using direct means. 
It should not be taken for granted that a different teacher is 
necessarily a poorer one, for she may be superior to the 
former. Such a condition is quite possible, and has been 
known to exist. In judging fairly of a teacher’s success or 
failure, and of the difficulties she meets, many circumstances 
must be considered, not the least of which is the atmosphere 
that surrounds the children in their homes. It may be such 
as to inspire confidence in the teacher and in the manage- 
ment of the school, or it may tend to cause‘ distrust and a 


spirit of disloyalty. A teacher's work the second year is — 
usually better than it is the first year, and it is only after 


several years that her best work is seen. 
Miss Dike returned to her duties in the High School in 


SCHOOL COMMITTEER’S REPORT. AT 


September, after a year’s absence ; her place was supplied by 
Miss I. C. Livingstone, one of the former teachers. Miss. 
Putney of the Grammar School was absent during the spring 
term for rest; her place was filled by Miss Tanise D. Eddy, 
who rendered acceptable service. The East Intermediate 
School, which a year ago was without a regular teacher, has. 
been throughout the year under the charge of Miss R. J. 
Tripp, a gradunie of the Normal School at Bridgewater, and 
a teacher of some experience. At the close of the summer 
term, leave of absence was granted to Miss Barrett, who 
needed a longer rest than the summer vacation. We hope 
for her return as soon as her health is restored. Miss L. S. 
Brown, a former teacher of the same school, has very accept- 
ably supplied her place. Inthe summer, Miss H. P. Gerry, 
of the South Upper Primary, permanently resigned her posi- 
tion, and Miss Fannie F. Curtis was made the regular 
teacher. Miss Addie L. Thompson, teacher of the North 
Lower Primary, resigned her position in the summer. Miss 
Thompson possessed rare natural qualifications for primary 
teaching, had had snecessful experience in kindergarten 
work, preceded by carcful preparation, and her resignation 
Was a serious loss to our schools. Mrs. Ollie Gerry, who 
had formerly been one of our primary teachers, was elected 
‘to fill this vacancy. We are glad to number Miss Brown 
and Mrs. Gerry among our teachers once more. 
} On account of the large number of little children attend- 
ing the North and South Lower Primaries, an additional 
teacher has been employed to take entire charge of the 
youngest chilaren, as at the Centre and East. Miss L. V. 
Boothby has charge of the additional school at the South, and 
Mrs. Alma Johonnot at the North. Before this change was. 
made, the teacher had not time to give needed attention to. 
all the children, and the youngest were liable to be neglected. 
The present arrangement of the primary schools in this res- 
_ pect is very satisfactory. 
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The schools have continued under Mr. Cutter’s super- 
vision. He visits the High and Grammar Schools twice each 
week, and the other grades once a week. The teachers cor- 
dially vo-operate with him and follow his directions. Results 
vary, depending on the capabilities of the children and the 
experience, skill and musical taste of the teachers. The 
citizens have recently had an opportunity to attend a musical 
festival by pupils of the High and Grammar Schools. It 
was found impracticable to include the pupils of all grades, 
owing to the want of room for so large a number, and an- 
other festival will probably be held in the autumn, to exhibit 
the work of the Intermediate and Primary Schools. 


Eichberg’s Fourth Music Reader has been introduced 
jnto the Grammar Schools, and the book in former use has 
been placed in the Intermediate Schools, thus enabling these 
schools to advance farther in the study than when the teacher 
- was obliged to copy all the music upon the black-board. 
Another book for the Intermediate schools, to be used in 
connection with this one every alternate year seems desir- 
able, since about half the scholars in each school are too 
familiar with this book to derive much benefit by using it 
during the coming year. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


The schools are well provided with text-books, except 
in the department of reading. We shall need an additional 
supply of reading matter in all the schools at the beginning 
ofnext term. More books of reference will also need to be 
provided. Many of the books used by the younger children 
will need to be renewed, after having been in constant use 
for nearly three years. The books used in the higher 
grades are ina better condition. Some of these, however, — 
need to be rebound, and every year we may expect to incur 
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considerable expense for re-binding books and replacing 
worn-out ones. The care of the books involves much labor 
on the part of the teachers. Great differences exist among 
children with regard to the care they take of books and other 
town property. One needs only to glance at some of the 
books in public libraries in order to see that lessons in neat- 
ness and earefulness need to be emphasized.

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needed for the use of the High School. The High School 
room will probably be crowded at the opening of the spring 
term with nearly a hundred pupils. The Grammar Schook 
will soon need an additional room. It is possible to make 
one school-room at the southern end of the hall, but it would 
be only a temporary expedient and would spoil the hall for 
drawing exhibitions and all public occasions connected with 
school work. The Town Hall can be used to great advan- 
tage if entirely given up to school purposes. As now ar- 
ranged it is not well suited for schools. The northermroom 
never has a ray of sunshine ; the room occupied by the Upper 
Primary School is always crowded. We have often been 
obliged to send away many pupils of that grade to the schools- 
in other parts of the town, thereby incurring the mild wrath 
of the parents, who dislike to have their children change 
from one school to another.. 

The limited grounds of the Town Hall are often too 
filthy for children to cross on their way to the north door of 
the building. The unavoidable nois2 and confusion incident. 
to preparations for different occasions in the hall disturb the- 
schools and Seriously interfere with their work. 


If means could be devised by which another place for 
town meetings could befprovided, and the building be left 
free to the schools, it would avoid the necessity of building 
a new school house, which will ¢therwise be urgently need- 
ed at no distant day. 

The new heating apparatus placed in the Town Hall in 
the summer works admirably, and there is no complaint of 
cold rooms. hy 

New fences have been }milt at the North and North 
Street Schoolhouses, and the South School Honse has been 
shingled. One of the rooms at the East, in which the plas—_ 
tering had fallen from the ceiling, has been repaired by — 
sheathing instead of re-plastering. This mode of treatment 
we recommend in all similar cases-as being more permanent. 
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At the East and South Schoolhouses new fences are 
needed, and a fence at the Wyoming House to separate the 
yard from the street is desirable. A special appropriation 
will also be needed for painting and repairing the High 
School building.

To the Citizens of Stoneham : 


The Trustees of the Public Library respectfully submit 
the following report for the financial year ending Feb. 28th, 
1887: 

Your committee take pleasure in noting a most excellent 
and flourishing condition of affairs, inasmuch as there has 
been a healthy increase in circulation over the preceding 
year, and, in point of fact, our library ranks very high in 
comparison with kindred institutions in towns of an equal 
population, and while the benefits and uses of the library 
have been fully appreciated, let us trust that the good influ- 
ences and the moral effects derived have been in a propor- 
tion that cannot be estimated. 


The appropriation made at the last annual meeting we 
‘found quite adequate for the expense incurred in the pur- 
chase of new material, and we have made selections of such 
works as had the recommendation of the literary critics, and 

. used our endeavors to exclude such as would be of a derogo- 
tory nature. We would refer especially to ‘* The Narrative 


and Critical History of America,” consisting of subs large 
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volumes, edited by Justin Winsor, Librarian of Harvard 
University, a most thorough and reliable work, superior to 
any production of a like nature, and a most invaluable addi- 
tion to our shelves. 

During the early summer the trustees voted it advisable 
to make a change in the manner of lighting the room, and 
accordingly purchased six large burners from the Rochester 
Lamp Co., and the results have been most satisfactory—an 
increased yet more agreeable light, with considerable finan- 
cial saving. We have also found it necessary to enlarge our 
shelf-room, and this has been accomplished with very little 
expense. 

Our excellent librarian, Mrs. Boyce, has discharged the 
duties connected with her position in a most painstaking and > 
praiseworthy manner, and with the attentive assistance of 
Mrs. Green our patrons have been most faithfully served. 

We must again refer to the subject of mutilating and de- 
facing of books, and would request our younger patrons to 
guard against such indiscretions of carelessness, as it pro- 
ana a great deal of unnecessary work for our librarian, and. 
a more numerous pur chase of duplicates. 

Your committee would respectfully recdmpiend the — 
same appropriation as was granted tor the past year, namely, ’ 
$300 for the purchase of new books and $350, together with — 
such monies as may be derived from the dog—tax, for inci~ — 
dentals. am

To the Citizens of Stoneham : 


Another year has passed, and we again appear before 
you in print to render an account of our stewardship. We 
are very glad to be able to report a continued improvement 
in the general condition of the cemetery, owing to the con- 
stant care given lots by so many owners, and the addition of 
neau monuments and head stones. | 

We wish again to recommend to lot owners the advis- 
ability of leaving a fund with the town for the permanent 
care of their lots. We do not at the present time notice the 
good results so plainly as will those who are to succeed us, 
as it cannot escape the notice of any person that after one or 
two generations have passed away or moved to distant parts 
of the country, that their lots neglected, soon present a 
shabby appearance, which is frequently a decided annoyance 
to the owners of adjoining lots, and in many cases discour- 
ages them from giving the amount of care to their own lots’ 


which they would, provided the surrounding lots were prop-

Lindenwood in the future what it is at the present—one of 


the finest cemeteries in the vicinity. The annex purchased 


- from Mr. Richardson has been improved in part by building 


| avenues and walks, and by the erection of a substantial 


fence. We have in all cases limited ourselves to our appro- 


priations, and believe an examination of the work done will 


convince any one that the funds have been economically ex- 


pended. 

The grade of the avenue from Mill street has been made 
with a view of the lowering of the grade of the street at the 
highest elevation of about three feet. This, with a corres- 
ponding raising cf the grade at the brook will make this de- 
eidedly the easiest and most convenient way of access to the 
cemetery. 

—_ On account of the increased number of avenues and 
walks, it will be impossible to do the ordinary repairs for 
the amount hereafter expended, and we recommend the 
appropriation of five hundred dollars for this purpose, and 
for procuring markers for lots and names. 

- We also recommend the appropriating of five hundred 
dollars for completing avenues and grading a few of the new 
lots at the Mill street entrance. This becomes necessary 
from the fact of the existence of considerable rotten ledges 
at this point, and the material taken from the iots would be 
excellent for finishing the aveaues, and also for the reason 
that it would be wery difficult selling the lots in their present 
condition, while after they are graded they will be very 
desirable and the receipts from their sales will reimburse the 


town for the cost of grading. This is the method pursued in 


other towns in similar cases.

The balance of the State School Fund Account is $273.09. 


The debt of the town has been reduced by the payment 
of five thousand dollars, leaving the total debt $59,100, $100 
of which is due the Stoneham Public Library at 6 per cent., 
$2,000 is due the Newburyport Institute for Savings at 4 
per cent., the balance of $39,000 is held by the Stoneham 
Five Cent Savings Bank, $20,000 of which is at 5 per cent. 
and $19,000 at 4 per cent. The note which was held by 
the Lowell Institute for Savings for $28,000 at 6 per cent. 
was paid by notes given the Newburyport Institute for Say- 
ings and the Stoneham Savings Bank at 4 per cent., upon 
which a premium was received of $885.00, which reduces 
the rate to less than 3% per cent. net. The debt is now dis- 
tributed in amounts which will render it convenient to meet 
by payments of $5,000 annually, in which manner it has_ 
been reduced about one-half, having at ono time reached the 
sum of $117,925.00.
